A person who, within this atate,
engages in, Instigates, alds, encour-
azes or does any aect to - further a con-
tention, or fight, without weapons,
between two or more persons, or a
fight commonly ¢alled a ring or prize
fight, either witHin or WwWithout the
state, or.who engages in a public or
private boxing exhibition, with or
witsout gloves, within the state, at
which an admission fee is charged, or
received, either directly or indireetly,
or ‘who sends or publishes a challenge
for such ~ contention, ibitlon or
fight, or carries or delivérs such a

challenge or acceptance, or tralns or

assists any person in training or pre.

paring for such egntention, exhibition

or fight, is gulity of & misdemeanor.
It is provided, however, that sparring
exhibitions, with gloves, of not less
than four ounces each in weight, may
be held in a bullding ewned by an in-
corporated athletic association.”

RUSSIANS PROTEST
AMERICAN'S RELIEF
FOR THEIR ENEMIES

Object to Treatment Given
Austria-Germans in Man-
churia Neighborhood.

Peking, Jan. 24—Rcessian officials
and the representatibes of other En-
tente powers in Harbin, bhave found
much fault with the way the United
States has administered war relief to
Germans and Austrians in the por-
tions of Manchuria closa to Harbin,
Complaints have been made that
Charles K. Moser, the American con-
sul at Harbin, has rendered asasistance
to German prisoners who escaped
from Russlan prison camps.

The American positfon in adminis-
tering relief to Germans and Austrians
in Harbin is that Harbin is Chiness
territory, and consequently United
States officials, ‘as neutrals,. are under
obligation to administer to the wunts
of all Germans and Austrians who are
in need, regardless of what part they
have taken in the war.

Mr. Moser recently paid a wvisit to
Peking, and dlscussad the relief work
at Harbin with Dr. Renisch, the Amer-
ican minister, and Chinese officials.
The Chinese have never taken a firm
position’in their resistance of the cap-
ture of Germans and Austrians who
eacape from Siberla Into Manchuria,
and it is not likely that they will do
s0. German prisoners vho have as-
caped into Mongolla and Manchuria
have frequently been recaptured on
Chinese suil by Raussian soldiers and
taken hack into Russian territory. Es-
caped prisoners have been evem selzed
at Mukden snd taken from railway
trains,

The German and Austrian Iegations
in Peking have protested agalnst
China’s fallure to prote£t the subjects
of these two countries on neural soil,
but without results.

Ever since the opening of Harbin to
foreign trade, Its status has been much
dizputed by the Russians. At first
they insisted that the treaty port was
located on the river a number of miles
from the present city. This position
was not concurred in by the United
States and ether powers. When the
United States consulate -was first
opened at ' Harbin, some ten years ago,
representatives of the United States
suffered many indignities, and efforts
were made to disceurage the davelop-
ment of Harbin as a treaty port. Rus-
sia, however, maintains a consul at
Harbin and by sc dging has justified
in a measure the action of other pow-
ers.

A constant effort has always been
made by Russia to discourage the idea
that the present city of Harbin is
Chiness, territory. Being such an im-
portant center on the Trans-Siberian
Railway, the Russians have always
endeavored to meaintain as strong a
hold as possible upon the city. With-
out actually declaring their ownership,
they have endeavored to create the
impression that ‘Harbin is' Russian
territory. - :

Until the opening of the present war
they, were strenucusly opposed In this
opsitien by other European powersa.
However, with the entrance of the En-
tente into -the struggle against Ger(
many and her allles, Great Britain
and France have. changed their atti-
tude somewhat because of the ques-
tions directly comnectsd with the war
which have arisen in China. Neutrals
who desire to continue in mﬂ‘e in
Manchuris and Mongolia, and who
have no part in the disputes arising
over the war problems bhave shown no
disposition to acguiesce in the Russian
pogition.

Chicago, Ill. Jan. 24—Plans for call-
ing a congresas that would represent
all Jews in America that would take

teps to settle for all time the ‘“Jewish
q@estion” in Europe and other con-
tinents, were begun here today at a
convention of Jewish organizations of
Illinols, Indiana, Michlgan and Wis-
consin. The convention was the re-
sult of a call issusd by a recent gath-
ering of the Knights of Zion and near-
ly a score of other organizations re-
sponded by sending delegates.

There were three sessions of today's
convention. The morning meeting wani
routine in character, heard welcoming |
addresses and a "keynote"” speech, and }
eppointed commititees. In the after-|
noon resolutions were in erder and
among them was one dlrecting that
“like all other peoples of
the earth are in any country and un-
der any government endowed with the
inallenable rights of eguality before
the law with all other citizens, or sub-
Jects of that nation-or government.”

It pointed out that the end of the
werld war would be an acceptable
time at which to settle the guestion
of discriminatien againdt the Jews
and that members of the race had
proved their rightas to such =settlement
“by their unexambpled sacrifices and
suffering in the present war as well
as in times past” The preamble add-
ed:

“Until peace comes the Jews of
America must speak for the Jews of.
